I therefore write to request 
redress of a.legHAmato grovanc# and a request that you do what renaiaa within 
your power to do to reduce the extra work and cost this put# m to* today alone it 
meant writing three unnecessary letters to those who saw the black Journal ‘'how 
on whioh I appeared, aired by you last Wednesday* 

1 also remind you that if I had not kep my word you would have been put to 
not inconsiderable coat and trouble because those others scheduled to have appeared 
with me did not. You'd have had nothing In the oas* 

When 1 was asked to appear I Baked two things* because I so broke my expenses 
bo repaid. I was promised this plus hotel accomodations. 1 atay.d with friends and 
saved you the hotel bill* (8y other expenses have not yet been repaid and X pay 
Interest on my debt*) And because my books are not in tho bookstores X aakod that 
tha audiences be told bow to write me* This X was promised* Without it I would not 
have done the show. There ia no eomeroial station, which survives on advertising, 
whioh has not don® this. Without this I would not have taken two unpaid days from 
my work* ^sc&UGt for no apparent reason the ta p i ng waa delayed it cos$ me a third 
day. The taping was not completed on schedule and there was no way of leaving Hew 
York, even at that lat© hour, with tho need to travel further after leaking tho 
commercial transportation. 

Prior to my leaving for hew York the original agreement was amendod. You would 
not say how I could be reached but in adding the line with my name you would include 
»y address. X agreed* You than did not do this. I asked that the information be 
supplied to those tins stations to whioh you syndicate the ehow. *eu would not 
even permit them independent decision. You refused. 

To these means you deceived me, defrauded me, and have since abased me by 
requiring tlwi X respond to individual letters for whioh, without your breach of 
our agreement, there would have boon no need* 

X am 62 years old, work a day never less than IQ hours, and do this all without 
income or subsidy. Having no interest In personal publicity and great interest in 
the work 1 have undertaken, X find shat your station did to ma even more abusive, 
ns a natter of fact, for other reasons entirely, X spoke to your counsel prior to the 
taping. ^ raised no objections then. He phoned ma when I was Just sitting and waiting 
for some hours beoayse your people asked me to appear hours before they wanted me. 

What you did was abusive of your audience, too* and resulted in a futility for 
many, as* 1 also m a de speoifio in advance, “ine is the one book on the king assassina- 
tion not in accord with the official mythology. It is not on eoamareial sale anywhere 
and it is four years oil* (Your stations has an interewtine prejudical .biased and 
consistent record on this, too, which is a separate matter of which you have no 
reason to he proud and on which you failed your/ license responsibilities.;
